She wears a cap 
inscribed LIBERTY in incuse letters. There are 13 stars at the border. The 
inscription: GOLOID./1 GOLD./24 SILVER./.9 FINE./258 GRS. is with- 
in a circle of laurel leaves and berries. The legend is at the border, the denom- 
ination, ONE DOLLAR is below. Struck in copper with a reeded edge. 
According to Pollock, this design only exists in goloid and copper, no silver 
impressions have been confirmed. More than a dozen pieces are believed 
known today in copper. Medium brown color is accented with highlights of 
gunmetal-blue and hints of crimson at certain light angles. Nicely reflective 
and essentially problem-free with smooth, unblemished surfaces. (#71924)

JUDD-1654 








1880 $1 Goloid Metric Dollar, Judd-1654, Pollock-1854, R.7. NGC 
graded Proof 63 Cameo. On the obverse, the head of Liberty has her hair 
braided and coiled at the back of her head and faces left. A band inscribed 
LIBERTY encircles her hair. There are 13 stars at the border, 7 left and 6 
right. The inscription 15.3 - G. 236.7 - S. 28 - C. 14 GRAMS is centered 
within a circle of 38 stars on the reverse. The legend UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA and the denomination GOLOID METRIC DOLLAR are above 
the circle, and the motto DEO EST GLORIA and 100 CENTS are below. 
The reverse is one of very few patterns to express the denomination in two 
different ways. Struck in goloid alloy (5.46% gold, 84.54% silver, and 10% 
copper) with a reeded edge. This unusual design is similar to that featured on 
gold, silver, and copper life-saving medals issued by the State Department 
beginning around 1880. The simple R.7 rarity rating may be somewhat 
understated for this pattern. It should probably be at least a High R.7. It is, 
in fact, so rare with the goloid composition, that even George D. Woodside 
only had a copper example, and Woodside had just about everything, includ- 
ing (allegedly) the Robert Coulton Davis 1849 $20 in brass. The surfaces on 
this piece are bright and show hints of light patina. Still, the fields are deeply 
mirrored and a moderate amount of mint frost is seen on the devices.

EXCITING 1880 FLOWING HAIR STELLA GILT PATTERN 








1880 Flowing Hair Stella, Judd-1658, Pollock-1858, Low R.7. NGC 
graded Proof 63. The 1880 Flowing Hair is an overlooked and generally 
unappreciated issue among Four Dollar gold coins. Collectors generally only 
need one coin for type purposes, and that is invariably an 1879 Flowing Hair. 
However, only 15 1880 Flowing Hair stellas were struck, as opposed to the 
425 pieces that were produced of the 1879. All this information, of course, 
is about the gold strikings. This is a copper example with a reeded edge that 
was gilt. Among the four issues in copper, the 1880 Coiled Hair is slightly 
more “common” than the other three with the 1880 Coiled Hair rating an 
R.6 while the others are all Low R.7. 


This is a well preserved piece. The surfaces are bright and the fields retain 
almost full reflectivity. The gilding was very well done and none of the gold 
has flaked off on either side, although there is a slightly deeper color area at 
the center of the reverse. There are only the lightest hairlines present with a 
few almost invisible contact marks. It is often asked if these pieces were gilt 
in the Mint or after leaving the Mint. It is our opinion that this piece was 
done after it left the Mint. As an interesting side note, when this cataloger 
was married 11 years ago, an effigy of an 1880 Flowing Hair Stella decorat- 
ed the top of my groom's chocolate cake, with was ultimately devoured. 
While not a “real” stella, this coin represents a rare opportunity to acquire 


this design type and date. (#62043)

IMPORTANT RESTRIKE CASTORLAND MEDAL IN 


GOLD, PROOF 63 





1796 Gold Castorland Medal, 19th Century Restrike. NGC graded 
Proof 63. R-NY-52. In 1792 a group of French investors, with the financial 
backing of some Swiss creditors, purchased a 630,000 acre lot in upper New 
York State near the present day town of Carthage to create a colony for upper 
class French families fleeing from the tribulations of the French Revolution. 
The “Compagnie de New York” adopted a seal depicting a beaver chewing 
on a tree and the name Castorland (castor being the French word for beaver). 
The first settlers arrived in America on September 7, 1793 and built two 
towns on the land. 


During the June 28,1793 meeting of the company trustees, who had 
remained in Paris, it was decided to place an order with the Paris mint to 
strike “Jetons de presence” for the colony (with a few copies in gold and oth- 
ers in silver and copper). The items were minted in 1796 from dies created 
by Benjamin Duvivier. The obverse of depicts a female head representing 
Cybele, the classical goddess of fertility and the wilderness and protectress of 
the people. She wears her traditional walled or mural crown representing her 
role as a protector from harm. The legend reads “FRANCO-AMERICANA 
COLONIA” (The French American Colony) with the initials DUV below 
for Duvivier. The name CASTORLAND and the date 1796 are in exergue. 
On the reverse Ceres, the Roman goddess of grain and the harvest holds a 
cornucopia in her right hand and a drill for tapping the maples in her left; 
behind her a maple tree is being tapped for syrup and at her feet is a sickle 
and a sheaf of wheat. The legend is taken from Vergil’s Georgics, book 2, line 
173: “SALVE MAGNA PARENS FRUGUM” (Hail great mother of the 
crops); there is a beaver in exergue. This issue was minted as a medal for it 
bears no denomination and both the obverse and reverse are oriented to 
12:00 o'clock, as is standard with medals. According to Victor Morin the 
Paris trustees were not entitled to any salary but received “two tokens of pres- 
ence” as compensation for attending board meetings in Paris. These “jetons” 
are also referred to by numismatists as the Castorland Medal or the demi 
Ccus “Half Dollar”. Thus, although this item was related to the colony it was 


struck in Paris for distribution in Paris. 


The original silver medallions were the same size and weight of a United 
States half dollar and some were known to have circulated as such. The reed- 
ed edge also indicates their circulation potential, as it would be pointless to 
mill a medal’s edge. Over the years, the Paris mint has produced many 
restrikes of this coin in gold, silver and copper. 


This example is a restrike on a gold planchet exhibiting a pronounced cameo 
effect, although this is not listed on the NGC holder. A few scattered hair- 
lines are seen under close scrutiny, but these have little effect on this medal’s 
extremely appealing appearance. An important offering for Colonial special- 
ists.

1852-D. NGC graded MS-61. The 1852-D has a mintage of 6,360 pieces, 
and is scarce in all grades. It is most often seen in XF and AU grades, and 
becomes quite rare in the highest circulated grades and rare in any Mint State 
grade. When it does occur in Mint State, it is usually no better than MS62. 


The specimen offered here is bright mustard-gold color, and has well 
impressed design elements. Several small to moderate abrasions are seen on 
each side. Multiple clashmarks are seen before the face of Liberty, as is usual- 
ly the case for this issue. A small, dark spot is noted near star 4 on the obverse 
rim, this being mentionaed for future pedigree purposes.

In high grades (AU-Mint State), the 1857-C 
falls approximately in the middle of the scale as far as Charlotte Mint gold 
dollars are concerned. When viewed in the wider context of American numis- 
matics, nonetheless, any Uncirculated ‘57-C must be respected as a rare coin. 
Add to this the fact that this issue is the premier Type Three gold dollar from 
the fabled Southern branch mint and one can easily see the importance and 
desirability of the present offering. 


Typically impressed, both sides are generally bold with a few areas of striking 
softness here and there. The green-gold color is evenly distributed, and the 
eye appeal also benefits from a lack of most abrasions. A couple of tiny marks 
are noted to the left of Liberty's neck.

Approximately 33-36 pieces are known in AU 
condition, and these pieces are very popular with collectors because of the 
Classic design and obverse mintmark. The devices on this piece are a bit soft- 
ly defined but there are surprisingly few abrasions on either side.

1881. NGC graded MS-62. A key date that boasts a tiny mintage of just 500 
coins. The surfaces are toned a pleasing light orange-gold, with reflective 
fields as usually seen. Clean and attractive, with Liberty's cheek and neck 
showing no significant distractions. Well struck and very difficult to find in 
any grade. Census: 8 in 62, 11 finer (9/06). (#8003)

CHOICE AU 1883 THREE DOLLAR GOLD 
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1883. ANACS graded AU-55. A nice yellow-gold example of this scarce, low 
mintage issue. Slight wear is visible across the highpoints, and the lightly 
scuffed fields are still highly reflective. Only 900 business strikes (plus an 
additional 89 proofs) were originally produced, and certainly just a fraction 
of these survive today. (#8005)

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1884. NCS graded Proof Altered Surface. Showing evidence of hairlining 
and a few minor contact marks, but still retaining the deeply reflective sur- 
faces of a proof. Also, RICA of AMERICA is recut, a diagnostic of all proofs 
of this year. Of the 106 proofs struck perhaps a third of that number still exist 
in all grades. (#8048) Ex: The Windermere Collection.

1800. NGC graded AU-58. Breen-6438, B. 1-B, Miller-42, R.3. In 1800, 
five different half eagle varieties were struck, four of them with a Blunt 1 in 
the date, and the fifth with a Pointed 1 in the date, which is a major rarity. 
This example is from one of the more common Blunt | dies, and is highly 
attractive. While the surfaces are lightly abraded, the fields are semi-prooflike, 
and the overall eye appeal is excellent. The light, yellow-gold surfaces have 
greenish tendencies. (#8142) 
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IMPORTANT UNCIRCULATED 1808 HALF EAGLE 
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1808. NGC graded MS-62. Wide 5D, Breen-6457, B. 4-B, Miller-107, 
R.4. Sharply detailed in virtually all areas, with rich yellow-gold coloration 
and bright, unimpeded satiny luster. There are no readily apparent abrasions, 
just minor scuffiness in the fields and a couple of shallow disturbances in the 
fields on the reverse. The Normal Date varieties are from a single obverse die 
with the reverse dies differentiated by a single glance at I of PLURIBUS in 
relation to E of STATES or the spacing between 5 and D of the denomina- 
tion. As a date, 1808 half eagles (less than a quarter of which are overdates) 
are not especially difficult when compared to other issues in the Capped Bust 
Left series, but in strict Mint State fewer than 100 pieces are believed to be

This is 
a well produced coin, and there are no areas of mentionable striking softness, 
other than a few feathers on the eagle’s neck. The luster appears slightly sub- 
dued, this probably accounting for the MS62 designation, however, the eye 
appeal alone would do justice to a higher grade. Only 100,287 half eagles of 
all varieties were produced in 1810, and this is one of most difficult die pair-

Although the Philadelphia Mint recorded a total mintage of only 58,087 
half eagles in 1812, this issue is relatively available up to and including the 
Choice Uncirculated level. Numismatic scholars suspect, therefore, that 
many of the half eagles delivered in 1813 were from 1812 dies. The present 
example should, however, be considered as more than just a high quality type 
coin since it has attained a Select grade designation at PCGS. The richly col- 
ored, green-gold surfaces show blushes of copper-orange at selected periph- 
eral areas on the obverse. Remarkably clean for the grade, neither side shows 
unduly detracting abrasions. With scintillating mint frost, this typically

As is typically found on Mint State survivors, this example displays bold 
definition over both sides and its shimmering yellow-gold surfaces have a rich 
endowment of mint frost.

198 1834 Plain 4. NGC graded MS-65. Breen-6499, B. I-1, Miller-169, R.5. By 1834, and actually long before, it was realized that gold coinage production could 
not continue as it had, for the gold content actually exceeded the face value. Congress passed new legislation lowering the weight of all our gold coinage, pro- 
moting renewed circulation. The Act of June 28, 1834, which was to take effect on August 1, specified a new weight of 129 grains of standard gold for the half 
eagle. The same Act specified that half eagles coined previously were to be receivable at the rate of 94.8 cents per pennyweight, or $5.095 each, very nearly the 
actual gold value at the time. At the time, the Bechtler family, producers of private gold coinage in the Carolinas, adjusted the weight of their own coinage to 


meet the Federal standard. 


Few examples of the 1834 Capped Head half eagle survive today, and seldom are they found in grades finer than MS63, however this piece is the single finest 
example that has been seen by both services. It is a very sharply struck, save for several of the star centrils, with fully brilliant, prooflike surfaces and a light cameo 
cameo contrast. The surfaces have bright greenish-gold color with only a few tiny blemishes. Searching for pedigrees can sometimes be a difficult task, especially 
when the coin is nice enough to have few visible pedigree markers. A few degrees of clockwise die rotation is also noted. We have handled only a few 1834 Capped 
Head half eagles in the past dozen years, and this example is obviously the finest we have ever offered and the finest known to the grading services. (#8160) Ex:

208 1840-0. NGC graded AU-58. Narrow Mill. Although not as rare as its 
Broad Mill counterpart, the 1840-O Narrow Mill is an underrated issue that 
is seldom offered above the XF level. Just a handful of AU examples are 
believed extant out of an original mintage of only 40,120 pieces. The surfaces 
are quite smooth for this premium quality circulated gold coin. There are no 
noticeable striking deficiencies and the blushes of remaining luster are most

Typically worn for the grade, subtle green- 
gold surfaces with light abrasions in the fields and considerable underlying 
luster still in evidence.

From a median die state that shows an early forma- 
tion of the diagnostic, diagonal, bisecting reverse die crack. The crack runs 
from the rim through the AT of STATES through the eagle to the final A of 
AMERICA. Scarce and very collectible in this high grade. Census: 22 in 
AUS8, only nine are finer (8/06). (#8226) Ex: The Skeeter Collection. 


1849-C. ANACS graded Details of AU-50 Cleaned. The reverse is cracked 
from the leaves to the border, through the left serif of U. Lightly polished 
with golden-tan surfaces. (#8241) 


1849-D. ANACS graded Details of AU-50 Cleaned. A noticeably hairlined 
piece with deep yellow-gold color and the expected moderate softness of 
strike on the eagle’s claws, arrow fletchings, and on Liberty's curls above the 
coronet. The stars are generally sharp. (#8242)

@ 1850-C. NGC graded VF-35. Strong C. Worn and abraded as should be 
expected for the grade, but with good overall appearance and nice yellow- 
gold color. The mintmark is very sharply punched, highly unusual for this 
issue.

@ 1851. NGC graded AU-58. Lightly circulated with frosty luster around 
the protected devices.

1854-D. Large D. NGC graded MS-61. The 1854-D is one of the more 
commonly encountered Dahlonega half eagles, especially in VF-AU. At the 
MS61 level, however, this piece becomes a conditionally elusive issue. 
Unusually well struck in the centers, the lemon-gold surfaces show bright 


frosted mint luster around the devices, and there are no overly detracting 
abrasions on either side.

NEAR-UNCIRCULATED 1854-O HALF EAGLE 





@ 1852-D. NGC graded AU-55. A predictably challenging D-mint quarter 
eagle, one of a mere 4,078 pieces struck, that ranks in the top six Dahlonega 
issues for overall rarity and is the first of seven elusive, low mintage dates in 
an decade when half eagle had gained favor over the smaller quarter eagle 
denomination. 


The obverse of this coin is very well struck and displays an attractive reddish- 
gold hue, while there is noticeable weakness on the highpoints of the eagle 
on the reverse.

Both sides are sharply impressed save for the 
curls over Liberty's forehead along with the lower portion of the eagle and the 
arrow feathers. Often prone to excessive weakness, the mintmark is clearly, 
indeed boldly defined. The surfaces are a bright yellow-gold with only scat- 
tered, relatively light abrasions. Census: 19 in 58, 15 are finer included in the 
less desirable Weak D variety (9/06). (#8257) 
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1854-O. NGC graded AU-58. From 1854 through 1858, every operating 
mint at the time produced half eagles, although the San Francisco Mint 
example of 1854 is an extreme rarity, from a mintage of just 268 coins. In 
New Orleans, the mintage in 1854 was 46,000 pieces, a significant total for 
half eagles during this time period. This example has lovely greenish gold 
color with reflective, nearly prooflike surfaces. PCGS and NGC, combined, 
have certified just 21 examples of this issue in higher grades. Population: 34

ELUSIVE, CHOICE AU 1855-S FIVE DOLLAR GOLD 





1855-S. NGC graded AU-55. The 1855-S had an original mintage of just 
61,000 pieces. When encountered, it is usually only seen in VF or XF grades, 
and becomes quite scarce at the AU level, and rare in Mint State. 


The AU5S specimen we offer here displays peach-golden patina with speck- 
les of orange-red. Considerable luster remains in the areas around the design 
elements. The devices are well defined, which includes most of the star cen- 
ters and the feathers on the eagle. Only Liberty’s hair around the ear, and the 
curls on the neck, are a touch soft. A few light contact marks are noted scat- 
tered over each side, but none are serious. This elusive coin will surely attract 


the gold specialists, and will command a high bid. (#8265) 


1856. NGC graded AU-58. Only the slightest wear shows on the highest 
points. A light, pink-gold example with a few minor field marks. (#8266)

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1856-C. NGC graded AU-58. In his reference Gold Coins of the Charlotte 


Mint, branch mint gold specialist Douglas Winter states that the 1856-C half 


eagle is “Oone of the most underrated and undervalued issues from this 
mint.” The mintage of 28,457 pieces is quite low, and Winter estimates that 
less than 100 pieces exist in all grades, the vast majority of which are in XF 
and lower conditions. 


The present Borderline Uncirculated example is impressive for several rea- 
sons. The semi-reflective luster fills the peripheries and encroaches upon the 
exposed fields. The portrait and stars are quite well struck, as are the eagle's 
wings and legs. Only the eagle’s neck betrays the minor weakness of strike 
that is usually associated with this issue. The surfaces are free from obtrusive 
abrasions. (#8267) 


BRILLIANT UNCIRCULATED 1858-C GOLD HALF EAGLE 
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1858-C. NGC graded MS-60. The ‘58-C is one of the most frequently 
encountered Charlotte fives, and it has been the logical type choice for col- 
lectors for decades. This is a very sharply defined piece that really shows no 
areas of weakness on either side. The mint luster is disturbed by numerous 
small abrasions, but there are really no large or mentionable marks other than 
a simgle lateral mark in Liberty's hair above the coronet. Census: 6 in 60, 14

CONDITION CENSUS 1858-D HALF EAGLE 





1858-D. NGC graded MS-61. Ex: Ashland City Collection. Only 15,362 
pieces were struck of the 1858-D, and of that number an estimated 125-150 
coins are still extant in all grades. Only a few pieces are known in mint con- 
dition with this piece probably in the lower range of the Condition Census. 


The striking details on this specimen are exceptionally strong and the fields 
are bright with semi-prooflike reflectivity. The green-gold color of the 
planchet is accented with a light overlay of reddish-orange patina. The only 
marks of any note are a very shallow scratch above the date on the obverse, 
and on the reverse there are a pair of shallow end-to-end planchet flaws below

1859-C. NGC graded AU-58. Ex: Richmond Collection. The mintage of 
this issue is quite similar to that of the previous couple years, yet high-grade 
examples are more elusive. Typically, this example has sharp obverse details 
with moderate weakness that is localized to the center of the reverse. The sur- 
faces are mostly lustrous with only the slightest evidence of wear on the high- 
est points. There are a couple of minor abrasions on Liberty's cheek, but these 
hardly detract. A wonderful, high grade example. (#8281) 


IMPORTANT UNCIRCULATED 1860-C HALF EAGLE 








1860-C. NGC graded MS-61. This is one of a very elite few Uncirculated 
examples that are known of this historic issue. The obverse is well struck 
throughout, while the reverse shows the diagnostic lack of definition from 
use of the 1859-C reverse die. The obverse fields are heavily striated and 
throw off a brightness that borders on full prooflikeness. For an issue that is 
known to be heavily abraded, this piece shows very few marks. The only ones 
worthy of individual mention are: one at the bridge of Liberty's nose; the 
other in the left obverse field above star 1. Green-golden patina with a hint 
or two of red. (#8285)

AFFORDABLE 1864 LIBERTY HALF EAGLE 


1864. ANACS graded AU-50 Tooled, Cleaned. A glossy and hairlined 
khaki-gold, rare date Civil War half eagle. Little wear is detected, but the 
strike shows some bluntness on the bust truncation and hair bun. An afford- 
able, still attractive example despite the obvious problems. A scant 4,170 


pieces were produced, and only a slender portion of those have survived in 
any grade. (#8296) 





IMPORTANT SELECT BU 1873 OPEN 3 HALF EAGLE 


# 1873. Open 3. ANACS graded MS-63. Brilliant and lustrous. A hand- 
some example of the variety, and an important condition rarity this beauti- 
fully preserved. Most design features are sharp save for some tresses of hair 
above Liberty's forehead and the plumage on the eagle’s neck, which shows a 
touch of striking softness. The 1873 Open 3 is scarce in all grades, and is typ- 
ically only available in the VF to XF grade range. Specimens grading as fine 
as AU are very rare and Uncirculated survivors are among the most impor- 
tant numismatic delicacies of the 19th century; indeed, David Akers was only 
able to account for appearances of Uncirculated examples in fewer than 2% 
of the major auctions sales he surveyed when writing his book on the topic

1879-S. ANACS graded AU-55. Sharply defined throughout with minimal

1880. ANACS graded AU-50. As graded, with some average bagging but 
lustrous. (#8351) Ex: The Robert L. Wielgus Collection.

1880-CC. NGC graded AU-58. This is an extremely important opportuni- 
ty for the specialist to acquire a lovely example of this scarce date. Both sides 
are mostly lustrous and sharply defined, and there are only a few tiny surface 
marks. The connoisseur will recognize this as a top-quality example for the 
grade, and one of the finest available examples.

1900 $5 Liberty PCGS graded Proof 64. The years from 1900 through 
1905 saw the largest production of proof Liberty gold coins at any time in 
the history of this design. Production in 1900, for instance, amounted to 230 
Proofs, the highest proof mintage of the design. Although times may have 
changed, 25 years ago Walter Breen described this issue as a “sleeper” mean- 
ing it was undervalued in relation to other dates of the series. Specifically, he 
made the comparison to 1903, a much more plentiful proof issue yet with 
about the same market value. 





This lovely proof has bright lemon-gold color with highly reflective, mirrored 
fields and lightly contrasting devices. A few splashes of deeper honey-gold 
toning are noted. While not a perfect coin, and with a few faint hairlines, this 
is an exceptionally attractive example.

Although its mintage of 4,146 pieces is similar to that of the 1795, 
the 1796 eagle is a much more difficult coin to locate in all grades. Presumably, fewer examples were retained as luxury souvenirs at the time of release. This issue 
has the added desirability among modern collectors as being the only early eagle with 8 stars left and 8 right. 


A slender vertical die crack bisects the portrait, and faint clash marks are encountered below the bust and between the upper leaves of the olive wreath. Although 
the eagle’s neck and chest exhibit faint rub, this well struck borderline Uncirculated representative has a bold strike and is virtually without adjustment marks. 
The surfaces are surprisingly free from relevant abrasions, however, a thin, almost invisible pin scratch extends from inside the wreath, across the eagle, to the 
upper leaf on the olive branch. It should be noted, this is only visible at certain light angles, and is mentioned as a future pedigree identifier. (#8554)

The color is a bright shade of green-gold. All features are uncommonly well struck for a product of the early Philadelphia Mint. Adjustment marks are common 
to many of these early gold coins, however, this piece appears to have been properly weighed prior to striking.

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1800. NGC graded AU-58. Breen-6842, B. 1-A, Taraszka-23, R.4. The only 
die pairing for the year and a difficult coin to locate in any grade, being a fre- 
quently overlooked early eagle from a mintage of just 5,999 pieces. Though 
mint records indicate a mintage of 25,965 eagles struck by the Chief Coiner 
in 1800, it is believed that only the last two deliveries (on November 18 and 
November 25, 1800) contained coins dated 1800. 


A prominent die crack along the top of LIBERTY appears on virtually all 
pieces seen and perhaps explains the brief production of the 1800 issue. The 
present specimen is bright lemon-gold in color, with greenish hints in the 
areas adjacent to the design elements. Sharply struck, with excellent detail 
showing on the devices. The dentilation is nearly complete, being strongest 
along the upper right obverse border, and around the left, upper, and right 
reverse border. The planchet is fairly well centered, and reveals just a few

The scenario appears that early in 1866, multiple reverse dies were prepared with the new shield 
with curved sides, but not with the motto. When INGOD WE TRUST was adopted, it was deemed more efficient to make use of these already prepared dies 
by simply hand punching the appropriate letters. Soon thereafter, master dies were made incorporating the motto, and subsequent later dies were all the same. 


This is an intricately struck, first year Motto example that features sweeping luster and seamless yellow-gold color. A pair of tiny milling marks on Liberty's neck 
are noted (for pedigree purposes), however, the cheek and the reverse are unusually clean for a coin of this size. Struck one year after the infamous S.S. Republic 
shipwreck.

The 
Norse American medal was proposed by Congressman O. J. Kvale of Min- 
neapolis, Minnesota. Authorized by Congress on March 2, 1925, these 
medals commemorate the 100th anniversary of the first prearranged arrival 
of Norse immigrants in the United States. After crossing the Atlantic Ocean 
on the sloop Restaurationen, a group of Scandinavians had arrived in Orleans 
County, New York on October 9, 1825. Kvale thought petitioned for a medal 
instead of a coin because Congress had authorized four commemorative 
coins already in 1925: the Lexington, Fort Vancouver, California Diamond 
Jubilee, and Vermont half dollars. A controversy surrounding the Huguenot- 
Walloon Tercentenary Half Dollar a year earlier also helped to convince Con- 
gressman Kvale that a proposal for a medal stood a better chance of accep- 
tance at that time. 


In addition to 33,750 medals on thick silver planchets and 6,000 medals on 
thin silver planchets, the Philadelphia mint delivered 100 medals on gold 
planchets. All of these pieces were probably struck in early May 1925.
